The petition for the restraining

Charles Bruno. 
In the petition, the company al­ 
leged that strikers had grouped 
together on private property to 
block a driveway Into the factory, 
and that they had stopped autos 
and warned the drivers not to en- 
er the factory. 
HAMPERS SCHEDULE 
The company also asserted that 
95 per cent of its production con­ 
cerns manufacture of carrying 
cases for the U.S. Air Force and 
that production schedules have 
been hampered by the pickets.

"We’re going ahead with recla­ 
mation of the property and we’ll 
have room for a garbage dump if 
the city wants it” Halperin said. 
FOR WHOLE COUNTY 
He said the area would be large 
enough to serve the entire county 
but probably would not be de­ 
veloped as a dump if it must com­ 
pete with another one operated 
by Lauterwasser.

Back On Shelves 


SAN FRANCISCO (U.R) —A three 
week strike against 16 wholesale 
bakeries in San Francisco, Oak­ 
land and San Jose was over today, 
and wrapped bread should be 
back on the grocers’ shelves by 
Saturday morning at the latest. 


The settlement, subject only to 
ratification by members of the 
AFL Bakers Union; was announced 
last night.

With little fanfare Belvedere 
City Council last night formally 
accepted from an "Interested group 
of citizens” a gift of $25,000 with 
which to buy about 26 acres of 
tidelands toward development of 
a municipal recreational area and 
aquatic park. 
This action preserves the area 
as a park of natural beauty and 
prevents its being developed into 
homesites as had been originally 
contemplated by the 
Reedport 
Properties Inc. 
A small audience of about 30 
persons witnessed the passing of 
a resolution accepting the money. 
Action of the council was unani 
mous with only Councilman Fred 
E. Palmer absent. 
53 MORE ACRES 
With the approximately 26 acres 
being purchased from Reedport, 
the city will automatically acquire 
about 53 acres more of adjacent 
tidelands. The Belvedere Land Co 
has agreed to donate this if the 
campaign to raise $25,000 by pub- 
subscription succeeded. 
According to the resolution, the 
property "in its present condition 
constitutes a recreatioh area and 
aquatic park” thereby relieving 
the city of the obligation of de­ 
veloping it further. 
The view from this 
natura 
•park” was improved considerably 
member of the audience re­ 
marked, with the recent disap­ 
pearance of old tires and sundry 
other junk visible at low tide 
Former councilman Russell Rice 
explained that credit for this goes 
to residents of Edgewater road 
who removed the junk as a week­ 
end project. 
WIDENING SEEN 
Only exception to use of the 
tidelands as a "park” is that San 
Rafael avenue, which lies along 
the edge of the property, may be 
widened or realigned. 
Legal steps necessary to trans­ 
fer the property to city ownership 
were prepared by Nathan Rowley, 
lawyer member of the Belvedere 
Tidelands Fund Committee. Trans­ 
actions were 
in 
the name of 
Richard Y. Dakin, as trustees for 
the committee. 
When Councilman Eric- Pedley 
offered a resolution expressing the 
"appreciation of the city council 
for this very fine- effort” Dakin 
paid tribute to Rowley and other 
members of the committee. They 
include Dr. and Mrs. Robert Wat­ 
kins, 
Mr. and Mrs. MacBoyle 
Lewis, John King, Mason Wells, 
and McKinley Bissinger. 
241 SUBSCRIBERS 
A total of 241 persons subscribed 
to the fund, Dakin said. They 
included not only citizens of Bel­ 
vedere who wanted to preserve 
the city's water boundaries, but 
a number of non-residents who be­ 
came interested in the campaign 
as a conservation effort.

New Tiburón Route 
To Skirt Greenwood 


The California Highway Com­ 
mission today adopted a new rout­ 
ing for State Route 52, the Belve- 
dere-Hburon road, between Alto 
Wye and Tiburon. 
The new route is different from 
the one proposed earlier this year, 
one which met with stiff opposi­ 
tion by the residents of Green­ 
wood Beach who said it would 
bisect 
their 
area 
and render 
homesites useless. The new rout­ 
ing is proposed to run north of the 
present highway, while the former 
routing ran south or on the bay- 
side of the present road, in the 
residentially-developed p a r t of 
Greenwood Beach. 
The commission said the rout­ 
ing action was taken at this time 
only so the right of way for the 
future route may be established 
and protected through voluntary 


"set-backs by subdividers and in­ 
dividual property owners, or, in 
some cases, by acquisition.” 
CONSTRUCTION TO WAIT 
Actual construction of the route 
is not contemplated in the near 
future, because no funds are now 
available. 
State engineers estimate that 
the cost of the new highway will 
be around $2,300,000, including 
rights of way. It will have four 
lanes between the Alto Wye and 
San Rafael avenue, and two lanes 
from San Rafael avenue east to 
Tiburon. While generally follow­ 
ing the location of the existing 
highway, it will be about % of a 
mile shorter, eliminating all sharp 
curves along the present roadway 
and existing narrow Northwestern 
Pacific Railroad separation near 
Trestle Glen Drive. 


Traffic counts range from 3,000 
vehicles a day at the west end 
of highway to 1,000 vehicles in 
the vicinity of Tiburon, the com­ 
mission said. 
Bubdivlders in the area have 
expressed a desire to cooperate 
with the state in arranging their 
subdivisions to provide for the 
location of the future highway, 
according to the commission. 
Work was recently started on a 
$50,000 project for grading and 
surfacing a portion of the present 
road approximately 
of a mil* 
east of the Alto Wye now subject 
to flooding by high tides in Rich­ 
ardson Bay. 


The section between Trestle 
Glen Drive and San Rafael av­ 
enue was regraded, widened and 
resurfaced in 1953. 


NEW ROUTING announced today by the 
State Highway Commission for the Tib­ 
uron highway shows by dotted line where 
the new highway would he built.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras {&> 
—The Guatemalan War entered its 
seventh day today with most of 
the fighting still apparently rag­ 
ing over the propaganda airwaves 
and In the diplomatic arena. There 
was no indication of a major battle 
shaping up anywhere. 


The anti-Communist “liberation 
army” seemingly was bogged down 
by lack of transport Just north of 
the Honduran border. The army 
of Red-backed President Jacobo 
Arbenz Guzman still had not made 
an appearance In force in the 
field. 
There were these developments: 
1. Seven persons were reported 
wounded, three gravely, when Hon­ 
duran police fired on a Teguci­ 
galpa crowd watching a pro-Ar 
benz, anti- U.S. demonstration by 
students in the Honduran capital 
last night. 


BOMBING CHARGE 
2. Honduras charged a Guate­ 
malan airplane bombed a Hondu­ 
ran airfield Tuesday. The Teguci­ 
galpa government said it is pro­ 
testing to the United Nations and 
to the Organization of American 
States. U.N. sources in New York 
said last night the international 
organization had not yft received 
the protest. 


3. Guatemala promptly denied 
the bombing charge. Guatemalan 
Foreign Minister Guillermo Torie- 
Uo said in a statement “not a sin­ 
gle Guatemalan plane has flown 
toward the Honduran frontier.” 
4. The 
OASs 
Inter-American 
Peace Commission, meeting 
in 
Washington, referred to Guatemala 
a proposal by Honduras and Ni­ 
caragua that the five-nation body 
make an on-the-spot Investigation 
of charges by the Arbenz govern­

against Guatemala.' Commission 
Chairman 
Luis 
Quintanilla

NICARAGUA DENIAL 
5. Nicaragua formally denied it 
was guilty of any aggression. In 
a cable to the U. N., Nicaraguan 
Foreign Minister Oscar Seville Sa- ! 
casa said the charges were intend­ 
ed to conceal the Communist affil­ 
iations of the Arbenz government. 


6. A Guatemalan broadcast said 
President Arbenz has assured U.S. 
Ambassador John Peurifoy in Gua­ 
temala City the safety of U. S. 
citizens living in that country 
would be assured. 


The progress of the rival armies 
was clouded by a welter of con­ 
flicting reporta, many of them ob­ 
vious propaganda claims. One rebel 
broadcast claimed the insurgent 
forces led by Col. Carlos Castillo 
Armas were moving on Guatemala 
City from three sides. A govern­ 
ment broadcast said the rebels 
had been repulsed and were flee­ 
ing toward Honduras. 


Col. Castillo was 
reported 
to 
have moved his headquarters from 
EsqHlpulas, six miles north of the 
Honduran border, to a town near 
Chiquimula. This city is south of 
Zacapa, a key town on the vital 
railroad from Puerto Barrios. 


REBELS BOG DOWN 
Newsmen who visited Castillo at 
Esquipulas earlier yesterday said 
the rebel forces appeared bogged 
down for lack of transport. Casti­ 
llo, himself, said heavy rains and 
a lack of organization in the first 
stages had been his main obstacles. 
Castillos headquarters claimed 
rebel planes had damaged ammu­ 
nition dumps and -other strategic 
points in the town of El Progreso, 
35 miles northeast of the capital 
and also on the Puerto Barrios- 
Guatemala City railroad. Rebel 
spokesmen also claimed saboteurs 
were moving ahead of their forces, 
causing serious damage with dy­ 
namite blasts. 


But government broadcasts heard 
in El Salvador claimed the "ene­ 
my” had been hurled back on all 
fronts and was fleeing toward the 
Honduran border in the Gualan, 
Morales and Puerto Barrios areas. 


In Guatemala City, Associated 
Press Correspondent Jack Rut­ 
ledge described the situation as 
calm. He said the army still Claim­ 
ed the government held complete 
control.

WHERE THE SHOE PINCHES 


Tom orrow in W ashington talks open be­ 
tween W inston Churchill and Dwight D. 
Eisenhower which will deal largely with the 
next joint steps, if anv, in the war against 


Communism around the world. 


T h e broad problem is not an easy one of 
solution. It is made more difficult by dif­ 
ferences between the two countries the con­ 


ferees represent. 


In South-East Asia, for example, British 


policy is not on a national, but a Com m on­ 
wealth basis. India, Burma, Ce\Ion and may­ 
be Pakistan, all Commonwealth members, 
• take a more optimistic view of Red C hina's 
intentions than does the United States-or 
Britain either for that matter. Vet elements 
in Britain support the optimistic view. 


T h e United States drew another line be­ 
tween itself and its closest friend when it 
signed the ANZUS treatv with Australia and 
New Zealand, excluding Britain. Even the 
Conservativrs in London smarted under this. 


Major bone of contention, of course, is 
the British recognition of Red China, a re­ 
lationship which hasn’t been so h a p p y . 
Australia and New Zealand don’t recognize 
the Mao government. 


India is pressing for immediate admission 


of Red China to the UN; Britain wants a 


Koiean settlement to come first, but has its 


elements, led by Aneurin Bevin, that want 
admission immediately. 
T h e U nited States, through Secretary of 
State Dulles, has come out flat footedly 
against either recognition or admission to the 


U N . 
A Big T hree meeting has strong biparti­ 
san support in Britain, and strong biparti­ 
san opposition in this country. 
So all will not be easy going on the Po­ 


tomac. 
It is not inconceivable that Britain will 
want some assurance that if they commit 
themselves to any new anti-Communist pro­ 
gram, thev will have available the help of 
U. S. troops to carry it out. They may ask 
the President to seek stand-by power to use 
U. S. troops in conjunction with British and 
other UN states in a new crisis. 
How Americans would feel about such 
assurances, whether air, sea or land forces 
are to be used, is a m atter of conjecture. 
So when Ike and W innie sit down to their 
“ informal talks among old friends’’ they 
have some rough spots to get over. 
Vet we can not help but believe there 
could be nothing more helpful to the free 
world, nothing more disconcerting to the 
Communists, than an obviouslv successful 
meeting between the two great leadeis. And 
we feel |}iat tire results of this meeting will 
be highly gratifying. 


Lest We Forget That Debt Limit 


T h e T reaso n 's general fund 
(balances 
kept in commercial banks) is l>eing aug­ 
mented just now by the quarterly income- 
tax pavments sent in before m idnight on 
June 15. But the increase is onK temporarv, 
and the problem of the public debt limit 
can’t be shunted aside indefinitely. 
T h e Senate Finance committee has been 
placidly sitting for almost 11 months on a 
debt limit increase bill passed by the House 
last Aug. 1 bv vote of 239 to 158. T he House 
bill would raise the legal limit to ^290 bil­ 
lion from the present 527"» billion, as had 


been requested by President Eisenhower on 
July SO. 
T h e President bad spoken of the “ finan­ 
cial operating leewav necessarv.” and S’ec- 
retarv of the Treasurv H um phrev had warn­ 
ed of a “near panic’’ if Uncle Sam didn't 
meet his "C.O.D.’s.” But the Senate Finance 
body agreed in 1953 with Sen. B\rd 
(D., 
Vs.) that the Treasurv could scrape along 
bv (a) dipping into its general fund, (b) im­ 


posing economv, and (c) borrowing the $5 
billion 
(almost) still available under the 
$275 billion limit. 
In mid December the debt subject to the

limitation rose to 5274.1 billion, and in 


January' the President again asked that the 


G o\ernm ent be taken out of its financial 


“straight jacket.’’ However, as of June 14 
the debt under limit was down to $272.7 
billion. As compared with the similar period 
in the preceding fiscal year, Treasury cash 
deposits were down bv only 50.4 billion, 


while Treasury cash withdrawals were down 


bv 55.7 billion. 


Even so, the Senate before going home in 


195 4 will almost certainly vote some increase 


in the debt limit, though probably less than 


the $15 billion in the House bill.

Clancy Pilots Boat To Statue 


Of Liberty, Never Goes Inside 


Special Session 


President Eisenhower 1« pre­ 
pared to call a special session of 
Congress this summer if what 
he deems the essentials of his 
legislative program are not en­ 
acted before adjournment. 
The hope of the White House 
is that the substance of its pro­ 
posals will be law by July 31 or 
that if the legislative job isn’t 
finished on time Congress will 
remain at work at its own initi­ 
ative until it is finished. 
But the President is not dis­ 
posed to take “no” for an an­ 
swer or to accept the idea that 
prompt adjournment is more im­ 
portant than prompt enactment. 


THE PLAN IN mind, there­ 
fore, is to keep Congress in ses­ 
sion just as long as is necessary 
to act upon the President’s agen­ 
da of “must” legislation. 


If his “must” legislation is net 
acted upon by adjournment — 
and July 31 Is the target date —- 
Eisenhower is quite ready to sum­ 
mon a special session within 15 
minutes after adjournment. 


Though he didn’t refer to it 
explicitly, the President hinted 
at the extra-session plan in his 
speech to the Citizens-for-ELsen- 
hower Congressional committee 
last w'eek. 


He invited Congress to join 
with him in a pledge to the vot­ 
ers “that we shall unflaggingly 
pursue the enactment of the re­ 
mainder” of his program. 


HE MADE IT clear that he was 
not favorable to postponing any 
o' his program other than some 
of his trade-and-tariff propo­ 
sals when he said “part of our 
responsibility for preserving these 
(moral and spiritual) values will 
be discharged through the legis­ 
lative structure wre propose to 
enact this year.” 


He concluded with this signif­ 
icant appeal to members of Con­ 
gress: “Let us, therefore, not rest 
until these laws are passed.” 


Behind these words is the now 
known Intention of the White 
House to give them very practi­ 
cal and realistic 
meaning. 
It 
would be entirely accurate to sub­ 
stitute two other words for “not 
rest” and thus Eisenhow'er’s ex­ 
hortation would accurately read: 
“Let us, therefore, not adjourn 
until these laws are passed.” 


IT 18 NOT In the President’s 
power to prevent Congress from 
adjourning. It 
is 
within 
the 
President’s power to summon 
Congress back into session in­ 
stantly 
upon 
adjournment to 
deal with his recommendations. 


TJie White House is not assum­ 
ing that the essentials of its 
legislative program will fail of 
enactment by the date of pro­ 
jected adjournment. But it is now 
clear that the President is not 
going to take a timid or retiring 
attitude 
if 
Congress 
hastily 
reaches for its hat while pushing 
the remainder of the legislative 
program under the rug. He will 
“invite” Congress 
to 
stay 
in 
Washington with him as long as 
necessary. 


EISENHOWER 
has 
already 
laid down 
the 
boundaries by 
which he would measure the “es­ 
sentials” of his legislative pro­ 
gram for this session. He did this

deck vessel, which will carry 750 
passengers, was added to its 


fleet by the* Circle Line Co. be­ 
cause of the growing popularity 
of the Statue of Liberty as a 
tourist mecca. 
Francis J. Barry, general man­ 
ager of the Circle Line, said the 
$400,000 “Miss Liberty” is the 
first excursion steamer of its 
type designed and built in the 
United States in the last 25 years. 
“I can’t see how they could 
improve on her.” said Clancy, 
ratting the wheel as if it were 
a living thing. 


CLANCY, s chipper little blue­ 
eyed skipper. 5 feet 5, weight 140, 
may be harbor-bound now, but 
he has quite a career to look 
back on. He vas born in Fitch­ 
burg. Mass., and went to sea at 
16. 
“I’ve had 11 years 
of 
deep 
water experience,” he recalled. 
“I’ve been around 
the 
world 
three times, a n ’ hit about every

country on the globe. I’ve sailed 
under four flags—American, Nor­ 
wegian, British and Honduran." 
Clancy served with the Army 
Transport Service during the 
war. He also spent four years 
traveling with the Ringling cir­ 
cus as a side-show magician and 
animal trainer. 


“I HAD 14 BEARS,” he re­ 
marked, and let the matter drop, 
as if that alone were enough to 
explain why he returned to the 
sea. 
“Now I’m settled down and 
married and get home at nights." 
he said. Clancy met and wooed 
his wife—she’s the daughter of 
the superintendent of the Sta­ 
tue of Liberty national monu­ 
ment — while she was comuting 
to and from Manhattan on his 
vessel. 
Clanc.* had ferried all type» 
of people out to the statue— 
“from children and senators to 
governors and movie stars, from 
Faye Emerson to United Na­ 
tions officials. 


•BUT IMMIGRANTS seem to 
get the biggest thrill,” he said. 
“Many saw the statue from the 
deck of a ship when they first 
came to this country years ago, 
and they have a desire to tee 
what it looks like real close. 
Sometimes they cry. It stirs up 
old memories.” 
Captain Clancy says his nine 
daily trips never get monoto­ 
nous. and he doesn’t feel rut- 
bound.

busy,” he said. 
“This is the busiest harbor in 
the world, and you’re crossing 
all the big liners going in and 
out.

SACRAMENTO (CN8) — Al­ 
though the 1955 session of the 
state legislature is six month! 
distant, the issues which Cali­ 
fornia solons will face are rapid­ 
ly shaping up, as they usually 
do at this time of the year. 


Among these issues, it is almost 
certain that some consideration 
will be given to the somewhat 
strange laws affecting the city 
of Long Beach, in Los Angeles 
County, and the advantages the 
citizens of that community have 
over the citizens of the rest of 
the state in what may later be 
classed as a violation of the state 
constitution. 


BACK IN 1911, the legislature 
granted certain tide and sub­ 
merged lands to Long Beach for 
th 3 express purpose of develop­ 
ing its harbor. 


Later, off-shore oil was located 
on the tidelands, and it is con­ 
tended that a fund of $183 mil­ 
lion has been built up from rev­ 
enues, which the city of Long 
Beach holds in trust, and is pre­ 
paring to use for municipal im­ 
provements other than the har­ 
bor. Revenues from the off-shore 
oil loyalties, according to claims 
made in a state supreme court 
suit, amount to around $36 mil­ 
lion a year. 


IN 1951, THE state legislature 
found there was no further need 
for harbor development in Long 
Beach. The city has developed 
a harbor worth $50 million, ac­ 
cording to records of the state 
controller, more than the com­ 
bined values of Los Angeles, Oak­ 
land, and San Diego Harbors. Yet 
the Long Beach dock handles 
only 25 percent of the tonnage 
of Los Angeles, which has a har­ 
bor valued at $17 million.

THE CONTENTION of Walter

result of action by the legisla­ 
ture and by the laws governing 
trusts. 


Cairns claims the city has ac­ 
tually budgeted $38,437.000 for 
parks, incinerators, storm drains, 
libraries, hospitals, airports and 
highways, and that already some 
of the money has been spent. The 
city denies it has spent any of 
the money for these municipal 
purposes. 


OUTCOME OF the state su­ 
preme court suit, and possible 
action by the state legislature to 
recover all or part of the money 
now flowing into the Long Beach 
coffers, could have tremendous 
implications on the entire fi­ 
nance picture of the state. 


With California taxpayers now 
having their backs up against 
the wall before the onslaught of 
new or increased taxes, there will 
be many legislators who will 
take a look at Section 21 of Ar­ 
ticle I of the state constitution, 
which says that no “citizen or 
class of citizens shall be granted 
privileges which, upon the same 
terms, shall not be granted to 
all citizens.” 


A WINDFALL OF $183 million 
or even less might help in bal­ 
ancing an ever-increasing bud­ 
get without new or increased 
taxes, and a continuing revenue 
from this source undoubtedly, if 
the legislature directs that tide­ 
land oil royalties go into the gen­ 
eral fund, would help for some 
time to come, for the potential 
is “billions” of dollars.

the town. On arrival at Petra he 
asked several people on the side­ 
walks for the location of the birth­ 
place of Padre Serra and it was 
quite a while before he found a 
woman who knew a woman who 
knew where the key was. Finally 
a very courteous man, who seemed 
to be a sort of curator, took us in 
charge. 
"First he showed us what seemed 
to be a kind of church which he 
called a ‘convent.’ Thia had many 
large paintings of men who the 
curator said were saints whose 
names were taken for the missions 
in California by Padre Serra. He 
named others, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles. San Benito, and Solano. 
"He then took us to the house 
of his (Padre Serra’s) birth. 
METAL PLAQUE 
“On the outside there was a sim ­ 
ple metal plaque marking the date 
and place of his birth, of which 
I took a colored photograph. The 
inside was a typical Spanish or 
Mexican hovel with a low second- 
story. 
There were three rooms 
downstairs, consisting of a bed­ 
room, 
kitchen 
and 
a 11-purpose 
room, and two upstairs, one a bed­ 
room and the other a storeroom. 
The furniture was primitive and 
old but I do not think it was con­ 
nected with the Padre. There was 
a simple small patio in which 
flowers anef weeds were growing 
in apparent harmony. I took some 
photographs of the house and gar­ 
den in color. 


"The curator said that some peo­ 
ple were trying to develop the 
house Into a museum and showed 
me some attractive plans dated 
1952 but nothing concrete seems 
to have been done with them, and 
I gathered that the plan is lan­ 
guishing for lack of funds. 
SHOULD BE IMPROVED 
“I think it is too bad that this 
famous and holy man should not 
be better known and honored in 
his birthplace, and I think a move­ 
ment should be started in Califor­ 
nia to clean up and improve the 
house Padre Serra was born in and 
to make It better known.” 
Following his tour of Mallorca, 
Trowbridge was due to go to M a­ 
drid.

NEW YORK 
—Someday, per­ 
haps not in this century, man will 
explore space. Someday, when he 
cuts through the heavens like a 
celestial arrow, he will seek the 
red planet Mars. 
No planet in the sky has excited 
the imagination as much as Mars 
because of one tantalizing ques­ 
tion; Does it contain life? 
Today Mars comes closer to the 
earth than it has in 13 years. To­ 
day the two planets are only 40 
million miles apart—a mere arm’s 
length in the infinite distances of 
the universe. As Joseph M. Cham- 
berlaixv general manager and chief 
astronomer of the American Mu- 
seum-Hayden Planetarium explains 
it: the earth, traveling in a smaller 
orbit than that of Mars, has 
caught up with the other planet 
in their race around the sun. 
WATCH FOR IT 
Look, then, for Mars burning 
redly in the southern skies from 
early evening until sunrise. Ob­ 
servatories and back yard astrono­ 
mers everywhere will train their 
telescopes on the red planet to­ 
night and in the summer nights 
immediately following, seeking an­ 
swers to strange mysteries. 
We 
definitely 
know 
several 
things about Mars. It’s about half 
the size of earth, with an equa 
torial diameter of 4,200 miles. Its 
day lasts 24 hours and 37 minutes 
and its year 687 days with the 
seasons almost twice as long as 
ours. The surface gravity is only 
four tenths that of earth; thus a 
man who weighs 150 pounds here 
would weigh only 60 pounds out 
there. It’s very cold on Mars with 
the average surface temperature 
about minus 70 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. 
ALLOWS FOR LIFE 
Man’s increasingly close scru 
tiny of Mars has come about, as 
Chamberlain says, because “of all 
our neighbor worlds. Mars most 
closely satisfies standards of cli­ 
mate and topography which might 
allow for a few familiar life 
forms.” 
It has absorbed astronomers 
since Galileo. But interest in 
has greatly increased since 1877 
when an Italian astronomer named 


Giovanni Schiaparelli sighted thin 
lines on the planet’s surface. He 
called thgm “canali,” meaning 
channels. Almost immediately the 
public thought it meant “canals” 
and interpreted them as artificial 
and therefore the work of Intelli­ 
gent life. Thus began the popular 
idea that there was life on Mars. 
Many scientists see no reason to 
believe the canali are the work of 
intelligent beings, however. Rather, 
they say. the canali are the result 
of natural causes—fissure or vol­ 
canic cracks or glacial tracks. 
Other astronomers never have been 
able to see the canali and doubt 
their existence. 
SCIENTISTS STUDY 
As Mars draws near earth, sci­ 
entists will study its weather con­ 
ditions. They will try with radi­ 
ometers to determine the amount 
of light and heat radiation from 
the planet. Spectrographs, which 
thus far have failed to detect any 
water vapor in the planet’s atmos­ 
phere, will be employed again. 
Yet even this intensive study of 
the Martian world is but a pre­ 
liminary rehearsal to September 
1956, when Mars will be only 
about 35 million miles from earth. 
Then mankind may be nearer the 
answers to the mysterious ques­ 
tions: 
What lies under the surface of 
Mars? If there is not life as we 
now understand it, is it there in 
some earlier phase of evolution? 
Or is it possible that Mars contains 
the vestiges of a vanished civiliza­ 
tion?
